When makiog u p his lectu re on early 
railroads In Illin ois, a sy n opsis of 
which was priD ted in the paper last 
ev en in g, Wm. A. Meese fou n d in the 
legislativ e records the followin g re* 
gardin g bills offered by Hon .

qu ality. I t makes t.ie riohness and 
fu lness of life 
Love, God, yes. you r 
love to mu st be proved by you r love to 
mao. You r iove of man will prove 
th a t consciou sly or u nconsciou sly the 
love of God has crept into you r heart. 
You cannot know men withou t know­ 
ing God. 
You cannot 
serve rnea 
withou t serving God: for God, the 
living God, is tu e inspiration of the 
moral order of the u niverse. As we 
love the legitim ate objects of love wa 
h ate life, the highest and bjst there 
s. AS we serve from love, we exer­ 
cise the noblest activity.

nts mo ther. The high estim ate in 
whiJh he was held by friends and 
aiegbbo r and co mmunity .

A fish inqu isitive or in a temper is 
u ndou btedly an absu rd idea at first 
sight, bu t the absu rdity lessens ou re­ 
flection. 
All anlrm.ls of whose ways 
we have intimate ku owledge reveal the 
emotions which the fisherman denies to 
fish. 
For example, children, lambs, 
you ng tigers, you ng lions, you ng mon­ 
keys, kittens and pu ppy dogs ru sh at 
things which attract their eyes, and 
that withou t thou ght of eating them, 
and If they are thwarted or inju red in 
the contact they are apt to ru sh at 
them again in irritation. 
If, then, we 
take it for granted that fish are in­ 
capable of cu riosity and irritation, we 
are assu ming that the minds of fish are | 
fu ndamentally different from those of j 
all living creatu res with whose natu res 
we are familiar. 
That, wh'-n one thinks of it, wou ld be 
an assu mption so great as to be im­ 
possible of acceptance u ntil it had been 
ju stified by the clearest reasoning. 
No 
reasoning whatsoever can be offered 
In its favor, and some can bt* offered 
against it. 
We have no au thority for 
believing that the mental character­ 
istics of fish are different from those 
of animals generally. 
We are u sed 
to believing this, bu t the u sage is u n­ 
intelligent. 
It probably springs from 
the separation of sympathies which 
come from ou r ilviu g in u n ‘'element'’ 
other than that of the salmon and the 
trou t. 
If we were amphibiou s we 
shou ld have a clearer insight into their 
ways and perhaps find that both fu n 
f and Indignation lu rk at times u nder 
the satu rnine aspect of their visages. 
As it is, some of u ^ who have been 
in the accidental neighborhood of a 
shark have had cau se to realize that 
even as *‘a hu ngry man is an angry 
man” a hu ngry fish, when annoyed in 
pu rsu it of his meal, is a ngry , too, and 
not u nwilling « to risk his skin in vin­ 
dication of his appetite and his wrath. 
Besides, all fishermen, to their sorrow, 
know that there are times when salm­ 
on and trou t rise briskly, bu t ‘‘not in 
earnest.” 
Many an exasperating hou r have all 
of u s spent with fish who give onr 
files a frequ ent poke or a frequ ent 
nibble at the tails of them and escape 
Untou ched. Many a time also have we 
fou nd them rising at the fly not with 
their mou ths, bu t with their tails, seek­ 
ing to flick them u nder the su rface and 
to “drown" them, to ail appearance in 
the spirit In which a cat plays with a 
mou se. The analogy between fish and 
other creatu res In the m atter of cu ri­ 
osity and gamboling goes even fu rther. 
It may have been observed that It was 
the you ng of tigers and cats and dogs 
and other creatu res that we spoke of 
as given to playing with things that 
attract their eyes, not the elderly ani­ 
mals so mu ch. 
Well, fish are In exactly the same 
case.—Lou don Standard.

door which admitted him. Canvas and 
paints were soon got ready a ml the 
artist set to work, bu t it was not long 
before he was discovered. 
The door 
was pu shed open and the people came 
pou ring

menacing

nances. After awhile, as the crowd in­ 
creased and Mr. Schmalz still tried to 
work, they began to jostle him. 
Oth­ 
ers ranged themselves in front of him, 
so that he cou ld not see his su bject, 
then they u ttered weird cries and pierc­ 
ing screams. 
More and more hostile 
the demonstration grew till it was 
plainly in the highest degree dangerou s 
to try any longer. Pictu re au d palette 
were therefore hastily packed u p and 
the artist and his wife retired amid a 
shower of stones. 
Safety' was at last reached, and how 
It was appreciated may be ju dged 
when one of the first things told them 
was that a Christian had been stoned 
for intru ding on the staircase only a 
few days before. 
One of the greatest painters Ru ssia 
has ever produ ced, Vassill Verescha­ 
gin, probably risked his life for the 
sake of art more than any other artist. 
It was as a war painter that Verescha­ 
gin first won name and fame, his mili­ 
tary pictu res being of a most realistic 
and striking character. The artist left 
nothing to Imagination, and he took 
part in General Kau ffman’s Asian ex­ 
pedition and fou ght in the Ru sso-Tu rk- 
ish war in order to gather materials 
for a great series of landscape an 1 
military paintings. 
Once in central Asia he was with a 
party of forty Ru ssian troops when 
they were su rrou nded by a horde of 
Tartars, and he was obliged to take a 
rifle and fight for a week before the 
detachment was relieved. 
On another 
occasion he was painting the figu re of 
a dead man on a battlefield when the 
engagement grew so hot that he had 
to leave off his work and tight for fou r 
days before he cou ld paint in the leg-c 
So realistic is Vereschagin’s art that 
when his pictu res of the Itu sso-Tu rkish 
campaign were exhibited at Berlin the 
emperor forbade his soldiers to see 
them. 
The 
well 
known 
English 
battle 
painter, Caton WoodvlUe, has, like Ve­ 
reschagin, gone direct to the seat of 
w ar on more than one occasion for the 
pu rpose of getting local color and real­ 
istic effects for his pictu res. Mr. Wood- 
ville went tltrou gh the Egyptian war 
of 18 8 2 and the Tu rkish war of 18 78 
solely for the pu rpose of stu dying real­ 
ism, au d the artist has himself con­ 
fessed that he wou ld never have been 
able to 
faithfu lly 
portray 
military 
scenes had he not done so. Du ring the 
campaign Mr. Woodvllle often ran the 
risk of being inju red by the enemy’s 
fire In order to watch the bu rsting of a 
shell, for instance, or the effect of the 
smoke hanging over the firing line. 
Meis mier, the famou s French figu re 
painter, once described how he risked 
being almost frozen to death in bis en­ 
deavor to obtain realism fior one of his 
pictu res. 
He had been asked how he 
managed to get su ch a vivid pictu re 
of the snowy road, trampled by horses’ 
feet au d marked with deep wheel ru ts, 
in his famou s painting of Napoleon. 
The artist explained that he had w ait­ 
ed for a heavy fall of snow and then 
gone to work on a piece of cou ntry lane 
near Paris. He had to begin at earliest 
dawn, as he wTas afraid the light wou ld 
fail or the snow go before he cou ld get 
a proper Impression. 
It was su ch a bitterly cold day that 
the man whom Meissonier had employ 
ed to drive u p and down with an old 
gu n carriage refu sed to work after a 
time, au d the artist was obliged to fin­ 
ish the driver’s task himself. Then to 
get the requ isite brilliancy of hard 
frozen Ru ssian snow he was obliged 
to powder the road with salt, and con­ 
sidered himself fortu nate to escape at 
the end of the day with only a badly 
frozen ear.
